"A reward of $3,200 is offered'by the Governor of 
Connecticut for the apprehension of the criminal-; who is believed 
to be Andrews, the murderer of the policy man. ' 


ANDREWS IS WANTED. 


Marshal Vollmer ,today received this communication from Wil- 


liam J. Rawlings, chief of police in New Britain,'Connecticut, stat- 
ing that Andrews is wanted there for the murder'of Eugene Bos- 
worth, whose skull was crushed with a hammer on August 2 of last 
year in the same manner that the assault was made upon William 
Ellis in the cottage in Berkeley two weeks ago. 


The description of the man who was seen iri the company of 


Bosworth for several days before the murder'corresponds with the 
description of Andrews to a dot,

ROBBED HIS:VICTIM.

A magnificent ring valued at over'$1000 was".taken from 
Bos- 


worth by his murderer/besides several hundred dollars in coin. The 
description of the handsome diamond ring worn by'Andrews has 
been given by William Ellis to Marshal'Vollmer, and will be for- 
warded to New Britain at once. 


The police now -believe that after committing the Bosworth murder, An- 


drews made his way across the continent to Colorado Springs, planned and 
executed the' murder of beautiful Bessie Bouton, and from there made his 
way to Canada. En route to Canada he met his present female companion, 
Nulda Olivia, the woman who was with him when he attempted his murder- 
ous asatht'on Ellis. From Canada the pair fled to'Australia, victimized .the 
sporting fraternity there by decoying Ellis to America and returning with 
him to San Francisco, making an attempt. to murder him a. week after the 
steamer landed In San Francisco trom Australia.

After the Bouten murder a reward of $2000 was put on Andrew's head. 


If he is guilty of the murder of Bosworth In Connecticut, the man who cap- 
tures him will receive a reward from Colorado and Connecticut amounting- air 
together to $5200.

The Government realizes that repression by arms in the tremen- 


dously excited state of the,country would be fatal and meetings are 
allowed as safety valves. Further meetings at the university here 
have been prohibited, but the three buildings have been set aside for 
meeting in St. Petersburg and General Trepoff has instructed the 
governors to select buildings in all the cities. 


MUCH ALARM. 


Much alarm is shown at some of the embassies for the safety of 


foreign subjects and the situation is being gravely discussed. Be- 
yond preliminary arrangements for the- dispatch of embassy mails by 
rail, however, no steps have yet been taken. 


Telegraphic communication with the interior is opened, but the 


dispatches received are meagre. 


Communication with some places is entirely interrupted. 
From all over the empire the story is the same—work stopped, 


no newspapers printed, schools closed and the business life of the 
people suspended. The cry of the masses is always the same—po- 
litical liberty. The military everywhere are in possession, the in- 
habitants are terror stricken, many cities are in darkness. At Reval, 
a mob began work last night. The rioters sacked the shops and this 
morning the city is on fire. The theatre and spirit shops are burning. 


MARTIAL LAW. 


KharkofT is under martial law. 
The most startling news, however, comes from Moscow, where 


ell the political parties have joined in a resolution to set up a pro- 
visional government. Details are lacking and the exact progress of 
this attempt at forming insurrection is not known. 


An independent investigation made by the Associated Press

FAMINE SUFFERERS.

representing the different political parties it has been decided to unite 
in the establishment of a government and act independently of the 
imperial authorities. 


The city was in darkness last night. Today the shops, theatres 


and schools are closed and the streets are deserted, save for the troops 
i«nd workmen. Several meetings of strikers were dispersed by Cos- 
sacks. 


The banks, treasury, postoffice and the governor-general's office 


are surrounded by troops. The local merchants are asking for a 
postponement of bills. 


The governor-general has formally postponed the auction of 


peasants' property which was to be sold for taxes. 


The board of trade has petitioned against the state or siege. 


Prices are very high. 


Water is twenty cents a pail. 
The utmost alarm prevails owing to rumors that workmen are 


marching on the town from the factory district. 


The elfctric light works have shut down. 
The last government spirit shop is closed. 


TELEPHONE IS OUT. 


ST. PETERSBURG, October 28, 2:40 p. m.—Telephone com- 


munication in this city and with Moscow has ceased. 


St. Petersburg is entirely isolated from Moscow. 


SCHOOLS CLOSED. 


LIBAU, Russia, October 28.—All the schools here are closed. 


GENERAL STRIKE.

The procession 
marched through the streets without any clergy, singing the "Mar- 
seillaise" and dirge music. At the cemetery revolutionary speeches 
were made over the graves, which were adorned with red flags. The 
troops and police were powerless to interfere. Subsequently mar- 
tial law was declared. 


CITY IN DARKNESS. 


KIEFF, Russia, October 28.—The city is in darkness, no mail 


has been received for days and the people are a prey to the wildest 
rumors. Intense excitement prevails. The publishers have unani- 
mously decided to cease publication. They will send circulars to 
their subscribers until they are allowed to print the truth. 


SACKED THE STORES. 


REVAL, Russia, October 28.—While the city was in darkness 


last night rioters sacked the stores and later marching crowds set 
fire to the spirit shops, theatres and other buildings. Barricades 
were thrown up in various sections. Buildings were still in flames 
this morning. Troops are now arriving here.

The following1 letter from the Governor 


to the Mayor Is self-explanatory: 


"Executive Department, State of Cali- 


fornia, Sacramento. 


"October 1, 1905. 


. "Hon. 
F. K. Mott, Mayor, Oakland, 


Cal. My Dear Sir:—I beg to asknowledge 
receipt of your letter of October 16, in 
•which you say, la reference to the broad- 
ening1 of the Southern Pacific mole and 
the addition of one or more ferry-slips: 


"By all means, give them every oppor- 


tunity to provide proper accommodations 
and conveniences for their ever-increas- 
ing travel and business. 
This answers 


my question whether you considered the 
improvement which the Southern Pacific 
Company is now making1 would bo of 
advantage to tho city of Oakland and to 
the public generally. 


OUR FIRST THOUGHT. 


"You then said: 
'But in doing this-, 


our first thought should be to make sure 
that the interests of the people ami the 
State are being completely and legally 
conserved. The particular point I want to 
present for your conflderatlon Is wheth- 
er the Southern Pacific Company, or any 
other corporation, has the right to ap- 
propriate to its perpetual use any given 
area of the State's land—no matter whery 
situated, or whether covered with water | 
or not—without .first securing permission | 
from the State by either buying the land j 
outrlejht or leasing the same from the j 
State' for a definite period of years, 
t j 


cannot help thinking but that the South- 
ern Pacific Company should either buy 
or lease from the State tho land they 
propose to appropriate.'•' 


"I see little or nothing to dissent from 


In the above language quoted from your 
letter, and with the closing sentence. 
I cordially concur. Not only the South- 
ern Pacific, but eve IT other transporta- 
tion company which desires to occupy j 
In the legitimate transaction of its busi- 
ness, a reasonable area 
of 
the State's i 


submerged land, should buy or lease that i 
^nd. 
But tho trouble is that at 
the j 


t present time there is no authority of law 
' by which such a corporation can 
do j 


either, 
Xo State officer or board 
can | 


sell or lease such land, and none 
has j 


any power to fix the 
prices 
or tho 


rental. 


THE LAW. 


"My authority for this statement 
is 


that of the Attorney-General of Califor- 
nia, 
to whom, soon after 
I 
took 
the 


office of Governor, I submitted all 
of 


these questions. In a lengthy and com- 
prehensive opinion, the Attorney-General 
discussed them, and the gist of his con- 
clusions was as I have stated. This will 


. be made clear by the following: quota- 


tion from the opinion referred to: 
" 'The result of oil this seems to be 


that there Is no procedure laid dawn 
In the codes of California by which 
a 


railroad corporation may acquire a right 
of way Cor the location und maintenance 
o? roadbeds, tracks, wharves, piers, sllpa 
or terminal facilities 
over submerged 


lands beyond the corporate limits of the 
city of Oakland, which limits are the 
ordinary low-tide line, 
and that 
the 


only method left for such a corporation 
to pursue Is to obtain a special grant 
from the Legislature.' 


GENERAL LEGISLATION, 


"A reading of this opinion made very 


apparent the necessity of general legis- 
lation In order to provide some lawful 
means by which transportation compan- 
ies may acquire needed rights of way and 
also to vest In some State officer or board 
the 
power to 
restrict within 
proper j 


bounds the occupation for this purpose | 
of State lands, and also to fix the price 
of sale. If the lands are to be sold, or to 
determine the rental, if they ore to be 
rented. 
To bring the matter properly 


before the Legislature, I devoted a chap- 
ter In my biennial message to the sub- 
ject of public policy in respect to water 
fronts. 
I7nder separate cover I mall you 


a copy of the message, in order that you 
may see Just what I said, and I will call j 
your attention especially "to the follow- i 
Ing sentences: 
j 
" 'If this state of facts obtains as to 


Oakland. It must also obtain as to any 
other city or town which is placed as 
Oakland is, and the need of a State pol- 
Jcy In respect to water fronts appears 
to be indicated. 
Such a policy should be 


carefully considered. In order that laws 
framed 
Jn accordance with It may 
be 


liberal enough to encourage enterprise 
and yet conservative enough to prevent [ 
monopolization 
of 
valunbln 
privileges i 


and to protect tho rights and interests of i 
the State in water front property. Com- j 
merclal opportunities are beneficial only, 
as they are utilized, and tho building of 
wharves, piers and docks promotes the 
genern.1 welfare. 
There 
should, there- 


fore, be pome 
well-guarded law under 


which the 
right to occupy submerged 1 


State land, within or near 
corpora.ted I 


cities for these purposes may be facil-1 
itated and regulated. 
As the lands un-1 


der navigable water are 
held by tha 1 


State only In trust,for the promotion of 
commerce, It can never entirely alien- 
ate such lands, and It Is a question to be 
determined by 
the State 
government 


•what the tenure of the occupants shall 
be. Some States, like the State of Wash- 
ington, on this Coast, and the State' ot 
Massachusetts, on the 
Atlantic ' Coast, 


grant leases for long terms of years, and 
charge rentals. 
If legislation should be 


had on this subject, and i t should be 
determined that the leasehold policy 5s 
the most expedient one for California, the 


' rentals should not be fixed so high as'to 


deter enterprise. The primary aim should 
bo* to develop commerce; the collection 
or revenue from this source, while de- 
sirable In itself, is secondary.' 


"The hope that legislation would, nt 


the last session of the Legislature, be 
enacted along these lines was not realiz- 
ed, and the whole matter remains- in a 
state as chaotic as ever, with no lawful 
authority vested In anyone to decide up- 
on what term? and conditions tho State's 
submerged lands be occupied by rail- 
roads and other corporations, or by In- 
dividuals. 


STATE'S POSITION. 


"Under 
these 
circumstances, 
there 


seem to be but two courses which can 


be pursued by the State with reference to 
the 
improvements 
before 
mentioned 


which are being made by the Southern 
Pacific Compan y. 
It can either permit 


the improvements to proceed for the time 
being1, trusting to effect a fair adjustment 
of the respective rights of the State and 
the corporation after the nacessary leg- 
islation Is had or it' can exercise the. pow- 
ers It possesses to stop the Improvements 
and compel the company to give up the 
land which it has occupied. If the State 
should decide to follow the latter course, 
It could, according to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, proceed in either one of three ways 
—it could bring a suit for ejectment; It 
could obtain, a mandatory Injunction to 
have the wharf removed, I f ' i t obstructs 
Commerce, or it could commence an ac- 
tion to quiot title. 
Whichever one of 


these remedies should be employed, the 
making of an Improvement which I un- 
derstand you to hold Is desirable and 
even necessary would be stopped at least 
a year or two, and longer If the Legisla- 
ture should fail to act at Its next session. 
On the other hand, if the improvement Is 
permitted to go on, the public will the 
sooner enjoy the improved service made 
possible by better facilities and the sub- 
stantial rights of the State will be In 
no serious danger of being lost, because, 
assuming that the Legislature will, before 
long, do its duty, the occupation of tho 
land by sufferance within the statutory 
ten years will not have established any 
such title in the company as can defeat 
the State's claim to compensation. 


GET NO TITLE. 


"You will understand, of course, that 


In all of this I refer only to the occupa,- 
tion of such limited portions of land as 
transportation companies 
can actually 


use and really need in the transaction of 
their legitimate business, and not to the 
attempted seizure of 
large areas for 


speculative 
or 
monopolistic 
purposes. 


That the latter should be prevented In 
tho public Interest is self-evident. 
In 


this connection, I might mention that one 
of tho questions I referred to the Attor- 
ney General was whether' the' mere filling 
in with dredglngs of State land would es- 
tablish a title in the persons who did the 
filling, to which question the Attorney 
General replied that 
a title to over- 


flowed lands could not be created In this 
way. 


"These remarks apply equally as well

Father of Arbor Day. 


Plant Trees." 


The reverse of the pedestal bears a 


concise sketch of Mr. Morton's life and 
public services.

education in China, where Its aim Is to 
fit the pupil.to his environment rather 
than to give his powers freedom to act 
and carry him as far us ihey'will.

enpbling and fulfillment of manhood to 
Its' liberation from circumstances,

thoughtless force. 
The aim 'of education 


Is to develop to the full all the native 
capacities of the individual, so that he 
may live abundantly and be a free man. 
"The theory of the Chinese system of 


education involves' the effort to fit the 
individual into uniformity with his en- 
vironment so that he may perform the 
task* that are awaiting him and live 
the life his ancestors have prepared tor 
him, 
with the maximum of adjustment 


and the minimum of friction. 
-It ap- 
proaches what is viciously called In this 
country 'practical education'—the educa- 
tion that assumes to • give 
skill 
and 


knowledge of recipes without that con- 
trol of the- sources and bearing of the 
matter which enable mind to do Its 
creative work of adapting means to new 
ends, and make man the master of his 
job and not.Its slave. While the Chinese 
education seeks to shapo the individual 
to his environment, the American train- 
ing in its best form seeks to give the 
individual power within himself—I. e.. to 
make hi'm powerful in himself to shape 
and create his 
environment.

the 


American life is real; to the Chinese It is 
a drama set upon a stage. 
"Within the next decade the educa- 
tional institutions of the Pacific Coasf. 
in first line ot those In America, will 
surely be called upon to an extent out 
of all proportion to anything in the past 
to render service In opening Western 
education to the people of the Orient.

Raising a Foolish Issue 


Samuel Compere, head of the Labor Federation, announces 


himself as to the employment of coolie labor on the Panama canal. 
His reasons are far from convincing, and do not appear particularly 
wise or candid. "No sensible American statesman," he said, "will for a 
moment be satisfied with the quibble that the canal zone, while 
under the jurisdiction of the government for the construction of the 
canal, is not American territory, to which the exclusion law applies. 
American labor should never be asked to compete with Chinese. 
Organized labor will present a solid front against the inauguration 
of such competition by the government itself." 


The Canal zone is not American territory now, whatever it may 


become hereafter. It is a piece of land in a foreign country that 
the nation has leased for a specific purpose. Chinese taken to the 
Isthmus to work on the canal do not thereby acquire the right to 
enter the United States. They, cannot even come here from Ha- 
waii and the Philippines, both absolute possessions of this country. 


The employment of white men to do the common labor on 


the canal is out of the question, because white men cannot stand the 
ordeal of hard labor under the burning sun of the Isthmian climate; 
moreover white men will not work for the wages that natives, West 
Indians and others inured to the tropics will be content with, even 
if they could stand the climate. The fact is we have jobs down at 
Panama that no white man wants or will have, and business policy 


i d.ctates that they should be jiven to anybody who will give the best 
service for the least money. The Chinese question should cut no 
figure in the case. 


The reasons which King Oscar gave for declining the offer of 


the Norwegian crown to one of his sons are creditable to his judg- 
ment and his heart. He said it would provoke suspicions that 
would interfere with the good relations which he hoped would pre- 
vail between the Swedes and Norwegians, and would prove em- 
barrassing to the rulers of both kingdoms. The kindly, feeling for 
the people of Norway he expresses exhibits a lofty and generous 
character and bears out the judgment of contemporaries that he is 
one of the most enlightened monarchs of his time. His wise course 
indicates that Norway and Sweden under separate governments 
will be close friends.

His business was to prepare doctored 
statements of the testimony brought out during the course of the in- 
vestigation and place them for publication with special correspon- 
dents and such alleged news 
icics as could be indu 
I to print

papers throughout the count y, the Mutual Life Companj 
,<g 


from $1 to $2 a line for each paper in which it was inserted, li.e b.ll 
for printing one particular dispatch amounted to over $5,000. Joe 
Howard, the New York special correspondent, was shown to have 
been on the payroll of the New York Life Company, but the bulk of 
the graft was paid to the so-called Telegraphic News Bureau con- 
ducted by Allen B. Forman. 


No doctored or illegitimate matter, and none of the graft, was 


traced to the Associated Press. That concern sent out only plain, 
unvarnished reports of the investigation, coloring nothing either for 
or against the life insurance officials under fire. The news of the 
Associated Press was as free from bias, as it was of the taint 
off 


•••enality, while other so-called news bureaus were sending out gar-1 
hied and untruthful statements paid for at so much a line. The ex- 
posure is an instructive one which newspaper readers generally 
should not fail to bear in mind. 


Not only does the Associated Press send out the first and most 


complete authentic accounts of all events of importance, but it is 
equally careful to guard the public against imposition. That is why 
there is frequently such a wide discrepancy between the news it 
sends out and the versions of the same occurrences transmitted by 
irresponsible news agencies which pretend to supply journals not so 
fortunate as to have an Associated Press franchise.

SOME UNNECESSARY SCHOOL EXTRAVAGANCES. 


Editor TRIBUNE: We have noted with interest the various 


discussions and criticisms in regard to the policy with which our 
high school system is conducted. It may not be out of place also, 
to call the attention of those having the welfare of the schools at 
heart, to a rapidly growing evil which is certainly of importance 
to both parents and pupils. We refer to the custom of giving en- 
tertainments for the purpose of raising money with which to meet 
expenses of various sorts connected with the schools. These en- 
tertainments usually take the form of a "farce" 
followed 
by 
a 


dance, and their preparation necessarily takes up a great deal of 
valuable time, and requires the expenditure of considerable nerve 
force on the part of pupils already over-taxed with study. Par- 
ticularly true is this of students in the senior class, who are often 
on the verge of physical breakdown through overwork and 
the 


necessity of making up back studies. 


The custom of attempting the publication of a class paper at 


such a time is greatly to be deplored, especially as it is now carried 
to an extreme—each succeeding class attempting to out-do the pre- 
vious one in this respect. These papers usually cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $125.00 to $150 00 and in order to defray the expense of 
their publication a farce is given, in addition to 'which, each mem- 
ber of the class is expected to contribute several dollars for the pur- 
pose. Now, it cannot be doubted that many parents find this ex- 
pense a burden, at a time when the purse is already taxed heavily 
for other legitimate expenses connected with graduation. 


These class periodicals are of no value, except as souvenirs to 


the immediate members of the class, and it may well be a matter 
of inquiry on the part of parents, whether it is not the duty of the 
School Board to give some serious consideration to the subject. 
As it can scarcely be doubted that such entertainments do inter- 
fere with school duties, it should be within the province of this hon- 
orable body to put a stop to them. Not only have these become a 
burden to the public in general, but the publication of a class maga- 
zine by each graduating class m both high schools is particularly 
so to the merchants of the community, who four times each year 
are importuned for advertisements, from which they can hope for 
no adequate return. Moreover, if entertainments are to be allow- 
ed, it seems but'reasonable to expect that those given by pupils 
supposed to be almost equipped for entrance into the university, 
should at least be dignified and elevating, rather than devoid of 
merit, and absolutely wanting in evidence of intellectual ability, 
as is too frequently the case.

STATE SUPERINTENDENT KIRK'S VIEWS. 


Richard A. McCurdy is inclined to repeat Boss Tweed's sneer- 


ing question, "Well, what are you going to do about it?". When the 
"ammany. boss asked that question he was apparently m'ore secure 


"The high school ought, in my opinion, to exist for itself and for 


its own sake. There is need for it, because the primary and the 
grammar schools do not give its tuition, but the preparation that it 
gives for the university is a secondary matter. 


"I can quite appreciate the university point of view. 
Even with 


their restrictive rules for admission they often have more applications 
than they can entertain. They have neither sufficient teachers nor 
sufficient class-rooms for their needs. I think, however, that the 
university will yet work out the problem of admission upon other 
lines. 


"Possibly, the whole credit system should be done away with 


and all students required to take an examination. Under the present 
system high schools with only two or three teachers are usually re- 
fused credits and this inflicts hardship and excludes much excellent 
material. Many of these high schools are doing excellent work with 
their two or three teachers, but the university does not recognize 
them, simply because of their small staff. This is, of course, a great 
discouragement to the teachers. 


"In the larger schools to which the credits are given there is 


probably an undue effort on the part of the many teachers to come 
up to university requirements. This is wrong and the teacher ought 
to be free in such a matter. To reach the university ought not to 
be the end in view. It should be merely incidental and the great 
aim of the teacher should be to do all he can for the mental and moral 
welfare of the boys and girls under his charge, of whom only about 
5 or 6 per cent ever enter the university." 


State Superintendent of Schools Kirk takes the position hereto- 


fore advocated by THE TRIBUNE in regard to courses of study in 
the high schools. He says the high schoojs should exist for them- 
selves and not for something else; that preparation for a university; 
course should be the incident and not the object for which they are 
maintained. In other words, he believes the accrediting system is 
distorting the whole scheme of popular education in this State and is 


destructive of the objects the high schools were founded to promote. 
His views ars eminently sound and his expression of them timely. 
They are worthy of attention, for Professor Kirk has had a long ex- 
perience in the practical work of teaching, and he is as familiar with 
Jie workings of our school system as any man in the State.

DAILY GRIND OF HOUSEWORK. 


The wear and tear of social life is like a drop in the 


bucket compared with the daily grind of housework. 


Cooking, sweeping, scrubbing, washing and ironing are 


beyond the strength of modern women. Small wonder that 
they fly from these nightmares to eke out a scanty, liveli- 
hood in shops and factories. 


Small wonder that race suicide is on the increase. 
Social life alone is not responsible for the decrease of 


the number of children, nor are the mothers alone to blame. 
The chances are fully equally that the husband is unable 
to fill requirements, as that the wife is unwilling to suffer 
the pain of child-bearing. 


. It may be the fault of neither. Often the cause may 


be traced to an overworked preceding generation. But too 
much railing is indulged in against social life. This is 
absurd. It is the whole modern system which should be 
remedied, not alone social recreations. 


Far and above all other causes for the ill-health of 


American women is the stress of housekeeping. 


According to carefully gathered statistics, compiled 


something over two years ago, only thirty per cent of the 
American women keep household help. The other seventy 
per cent do their own work. Most of them are glad to do 
it, provided their strength holds out. The trouble is that 
few are equal to the strain. 


There is a good tir.ie coming when living xvill be on 


an entirely different basis than at present. In that time of 
jubilee women will be stronger and more self-reliant than 
at present and men will be taught that the virtue of self- 
restraint is most becoming. 


Cooking, as now practiced will be a thing of the past— 


so also will be Bright's disease and kindred ills. All cooks 
will have been trained. They will understand relative food 
values, and will be prosecuted if they dare practice without 
a certificate of graduation in their art. 


The dishwashing problem will be solved by, having a 


set of people who go from house to house doing this work 
and nothing else, just as now is done in hotels and restaur- 
ants. All kitchens will be disconnected from the body of 
the house. There will be no smells of boiling cabbage or 
fried onions permeating the atmosphere of the entire house 
and steaming the furniture. 
Sweeping will be a relic of 


barbarism, and all cleaning of that sort will be done by 
steam. 


No hired help will be permitted to engage in service 


without having graduated from a training school, and no 
mistress will be permitted to exact unusual hours Of service 
without paying separately therefor.. When this good t.ime 
arrives, children will be more plentiful, and domestic hap- 
piness will be the rule.

NEW ENGLAND 


GREENWICH, Conn , Oct. 20, 'OS.—Now am I m New 


England even as Touchstone was in Arden, though I'm 
sure I have no cause to regret it. 
Greenwich is only a 


little way from Port Chester, New York, a few miles over 
the hills, but yet far enough to be in another land. Every- 
thing is different, the rocks and the earth, the houses ami 
tl-e pe;ple. It is quite the threshold line of the old original 
United States of America. It is the land of the blue laws, 
though von'il scarcely notice any as far as Greenwi:!) is 
concerned. It is next door to Massachusetts, where they 
burned the witches. Then there's Rhode Island and Roger 
Williams, Vermont and Etlian Allen, and what happened 
in New Hampshire? I don't remember, but they're all blue, 
the heart of the thirteen colonies, as hard as you may please. 
Some people think Virginia the center, and no doubt it was, 
of modes and manners, beyond a doubt. This Greenwich 
is very' pretty. 


It is built upon low, rolling hills rising from the Sound. 


It reminds me somewhat of Oakland, especially right near 
my own Clinton station, only that there are more trees here. 
But there arc more trees everywhere in this Eastern coun- 
ry th?n in California. True enough, they are a necessity, 


c for shade, and so on, but I don't see why we haven't 


more at home. To those people who cry of improvements 
underground being affected by roots, I would say these peo- 
ple here also have sanitary appliances, with covered pipes in 
the street, just as along any of the Champs Elysies of 
Oakland or Pctaluma. But there doesn't seem any inter- 
ference in any way with the potter's art nor the want of 
health. No matter how small the town in New York, Con- 
necticut, or anywhere I have been, the streets are lined 
with something or other in the tree line. 
The effect is 


beautiful. 


In California as soon almost as a shade tree becomes a 


respectable size it Is cut clown and cast into the fire. I 
wouldn't be surprised when I get home next month after 
an absence of over two years, to find the streets of Oakland 
as leafy as a door knob, and those few feet on Oak street 
between Eight street and Eleventh as bald as a front row.

land, and have gotten only as far as Greenwich, Connecti- 
cut, a few miles over the hill from Port Chester, New York 


Greenwich is packed with trees and pretty houses, all spreac' 
out upon pretty rolling hills, with the Sound shining ti 
the cast and shining to the -\vest, and Loifg Island on tin 
other side. This is a commuters' town, even as is my owi 
native Oakland, and in the morning early and in the even 
ing early also, the coachmen are busy between their pork 
cocheres and the Greenwich depot. They are busy at otlic 
times, for Greenwich, while not necessarily fashionable, i- 
rather well up m stocks and bonds. Then, being upon the 
Sound, makes it a yachting center. There is a very prctt\ 
yacht club house, one of the members of the club owning 
the Enclymion, one of the entries in the Kaiser's race Clyde 
Fitch has a place heic and William D. Rockcrfeller a farm 
as well kept and as well combed as the Black Forest in 
Germany 
There are 
colonial houses and Elizabethan 


houses,.and houses mongrel Queen Annes, and houses I de- 
fy any architect to classify 
And they're all set down in 


this mass of trees, white and black oak, hickory and beech, 
cherrj and maple and elm, and all of them run over with 
reds and browns and yellows, the colors of the New Eng- 
land autumn. They're a little rusty now, the leaves falling, 
it's almost the first of November, you know, but it's yet a 
sight to see. 


At the foot of my friend's garden is a meadow. There 


is a stream winding in and out, a few trees along the bank, 
of what variety I couldn't sp.y, heaven knows I'm not botan- 
ical, or is it horticultmal? The list you read a moment ago 
I got from someone. 
But it doesn't matter, they were 


trees, and I can recognize the animals beneath them as 
cows. It is all pastonal and pretty. 


There is no discordant sound, not even a rooster chant. 


Beyond the meadow the hills roll gently to the horizon. A 
road rises and falls with them. On each side is a stone wall 
and on one of these walls is a very, brilliant purply-red 
vine. Some of the trees are still green, others a wonder- 
ful yellow, others rusty red and ruddy red, and others as 
brown as the ale in old English ballads 
The coloring is 


not as vivid as that in the Adirondacks, where the mount- 
ains at this time of the year look like gorgeous Persian 
carpets, but it's living enough to have a distinctiveness all 
it's own. It's something we haven't in California. 


I remember the poplars along Lake Merritt in October, 


and the trees in front of the old Houghton place, on Thir- 


eenth street. They made some attempt at being gay, and | 
he sycamore in the arroya near Los Angeles and in the 
'alomares valley,, but I can assure you, the attempt must 
ank as a very poor, very faded imitation, like a poor little, 
.ad-eyed, faded old woman, dressed -oujt in a very faded, 
cry pale yellow brocade. 


That is our California autumn; here she is a gorgeous, 


ital 
creature, an odalisque, a lorelei, a Cleopatra, 


ill in one; a princess in a yellow robe, with red leaves 
n her arms and red leaves in her golden hair. But I be- 
;cve I have used this last figure before. The only thing 
vc have in California to make a good comparison to this 
^orgeousness is a field of poppies. I wish I could recall 
'iiough of Miss Colbrith's poem, "Copra de Ora," to quote 
Iccently. I believe one line runs: 


"Thy vesture richer is than robe of kings." 


Then there's more about Tynan dyes not touching 


the poppy mark, and its all as beautiful as the poppy it- 
elf, our own dear California glory. But then, we can't ex- 
pect to have everything. They have so little here in the 
natural way we should allow them their autumn distinction 
and a welcome with it. 
^ 
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Nearly, every one has a motor car in this part of the 


country. The roads are fine, and there are many interest- 
ing runs. Its quite a trip from New York to Boston. But 
I think coaching is more according to New England ex- 
ternals. You would enjoy motoring in a desert provided 
there were a good road. It isn't always a sight-seeing trip 
as much as it is a sensation. There is a leisure and a san- 
ity behind a four-in-hand that is wanting in a huge machine 
tearing along at an almost incalculable rate an hour. Then 
there's always something reminiscent of your grandfather 
about a coach, a dignity that familiarity, doesn't always wear 
off. 
Even a moral influence goes with it. 
With such 


thoughts as that did I take a short trip last week, from Rye 
to New Haven. We started very early, a gorgeous day be- 
ginning. After all, horses give us the most humane feeling. 
The other sports and diversions are of a different idea, 
yachting, motoring, fishing, hunting. 


Then all the things you can see from the top of a 


coach, a world in every mile. We went along the old Bos- 
ton post road, the great highway, of colonial times. How 
much has not passed along this very way 1 Post horses and 


postillions, creaking chariots, one horse shays, revolution- 
ary forces and British soldiers, people on horses and people 
on foot, wigs and perinigs, ruffles and powder, the great 
and the humble, Washington, Coniwallis, Israel Putnam, 
a hundred others. Indians and white men, masters and 
slaves, up and down this old post road from Boston to New 
York. 
We 
pass old stone 
walls 
that might have 


been standing a hundred years ago, and old gnarled apple 
trees. We pass quaint farm houses with gambreil roote-and 
colonial porticos. We pass old wells and old well sweeps, 
and sweep on along in the October sun along the old post 
road in the very tracks of the Father of our Country. 


New England, after all, is the cradle of our history 


most interesting. 
It is the beginning of things American, 


and while it no longer represents the heart of flings Amer- 
ican, the crown of empire, etc., it is indeed holy, ground. 
And all this from the top of a very modern coach, in very 
modern company, a very modern groom trying to awaken 
ancient memories upon a very modern horn. We pass 
through towns and villages, through country ways, up 
tiny, hills and down again, with stone walls, with ancient 
apple trees, gambreil roofs and well sweeps, all on the old 
post road to Boston.

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New Haven has a stock of memories and you feel more 


than ever the revolutionary idea, but the principal interest 
of the town is the college. The buildings are beautiful, for 
the most part, and the green altogether delightful. It is 
a large square, covering about twelve of our Oakland blocks. 
It is covered with the most glorious elms, a sight I have 
never seen anywhere else. In the very center are the old 
churches. This was the heart of old New Haven, the meet- 
ing place of the early colonists. Here went on gallantries 
and preparations of war, powdered hair and 
bayonets, 


patches and bullets, all of them making up history. 


New Haven was all the more interesting to me as it 


was the college of dear Professor Wells, of Berkeley,, to 
whose encouragement and devotion I owe so much of the 
good tilings I see ahead. He thought a lot of Yale and her 
elms, her traditions and her memories, her full past and 
her fuller present. And for his sake and with a pleasure all 
its own, I gave old Eli and New Haven, the elms and the 
green, and all the rest, a deeper thought down in my af- 
fections.

over these navigable waters, to adopt 
special measures for the greater security 
of navigation and the protection of the 
lives of tha traveling pubi.lc until such 
time as the transportation 
companies 


interested in the ferry service seek per- 
manent relief by tunneling 
under 
the 


bay. 


Doubtless the only permanent escape 


from the dangers of, collision which the 
periodical appearance of dense fogs In 
tho bay creates is 
obtainable through 


submarine tunnel?. 
The great transpor- 


tation 
companies entering New York 


have found tunneling beneath tho Hud- 
son and Bast rivers to be the only solu- 
tion of the problem there and they are at 
work now carrying out these enterprises 
at enormous expense. The time is fast 
approaching when their example will 
have to be followed 
here.

must be provided meantime, however, in 
the way of a temporary protection to' 
the ferry traffic, and1 the last few days' 
experiences of the steamboats employed

Story of How 


It Was

NEW YORK, October 27.—Now that 1 


have recovered by old-time form, I hope 
tp win back the featherweight champion- 
ship In the near future. 
I believe that I 


am as good today as when T won the title 
from Podiar Palmer, the Hngllsh cham- 
pion, and later defended it against George 
Dixon. 


Although I was n. very sick and a run- 


down man last summer, I felt confident 
that my retirement from, the ring was 
only temporary. There wa« no reason for 
my friends to have been so alarmed over 
my condition at the time. I will admit I 
was weak physically, but mentally I was 
as sound as I am at the present time. I 
knew everything that was going on, and, 
while so many persons thought I was a 
physical wreck, so far gone that I would 
never enter the ring again, I was plan- 
ning- to get back Into the game and re- 
gain the featherweight 
title. 


Every one of us at some time or other 


gets run down, and the weakness or "col- 
lapse is brought about by various 
rea- 


sons. I know of nothing that will shat-1 
ter a man's health, no matter how strong 


he may be, quicker than worry. It was 
worry that completely upset me. I grieved 
over the loss of my" two children. 
It 


was the hardest blow I had ever received. 
Constant training also had something to 
do with, my breakdown. 


FIRST SYMPTOMS. 


The first symptoms of weakness ap- 


peared while I wa# training- for my fight 
with Young Corbett at San Francisco in 
1903. 
Up to that time I had been train- 


ing almost constantly for four years. The 
constant work sapped my vitality and de- 
veloped nervousness. 
I was so nervous 


that I was always^anxlous to do some- 
thing. I was unable to sit about Idle. I 
felt hilarious at times, and I know I act- 
ed somewhat like a drinking mnn to 
many strangers, but as a matter of fact 
I have never been a drinker. 


I remember being examined by 
Dr. 


Reilly of Alameda just before the Corbett 
fight. He pronounced me fit, but he also 
added that I was of a very nervous tem- 
perament and advised me to lay off for 
three months after the Corbett fight, 
whether I won or lost. 
He to!d me to 


keop away from the gymnasium and in- 
stead spend considerable time in some 
country place. 
He predicted that some 


day I would^collapse If I did not take the 
necessary rest my condition demanded. 
He told me that with proper care and liv- 
ing I was still good for five years in the 
ring, and would be able to hold my own 
with all comers. 


This was in March, and two months 


later I was to have fought Abe Attell at 
Fort Erie. I did not inform my manager 
Sam Harris, nor Joe Humphreys of the 
advice given to me by Dr. Reilly, and 


when I returned home I immediately re- 
sumed training for my bout with Attell. 
I was only working- a few days when I 
had no desire, to move about. I had little 
or no power in my arms or legs and I 
seemed to have lost all ambition. I did 
not feel like myself, and I came to the 
conclusion that 
there 
was 
something 


wrong with my system. 
I made every 


effort to wear off the tired feeling by con- 


I tinuing to work, but one day when I went 


out for my daily run of five miles, I was 
forced to give up before going half the 
distance. 


FEET EXHAUSTED. 


"When I returned to Johnson's roadhouse 


I fell exhausted. 
My trainer, Charley 


May hood, and Joe Humphreys brought 
me about with the aid of a little brandy. ( 
It acted as an excellent stimulant and 
when I recovered Dr. Ferguson came to 
the training quarters and, after an ex- 
amination, said I was suffering from ner- 
vousness and a slight attack of malaria. 


Dr. Ferguson 
informed 
me that 
it 


would be impossible to fight, and advised 
a trip to the mountains or else a voy- 
age. 
The fight was called off, and for 


the first time I recalled what Dr. Reilly 
had told me two months before. 


I spent five weeks at Mt. Clemens and 


took the best of care of myself. For three 
months I took tilings easy and when I 
felt I was getting strong, Sam Harris 
issued an open challenge, which was ac- 
cepted by Eddie Hanlon. 


The fight took place at Philadelphia 


on October 10, 1304, end you all know how 
I surprised my friends. 
After the con- 


test I felt that I had defeated one of the 
toughest boys of his class In the world. 


I took the road with a special produc- 


tion arranged by Harris, and was out 
only a short time when I received word 
that my three -year-old daughter Lilly 
had died. She was the pet of the house- 
hold, and the news was worse than a 
knockout to me. I had received many 
hard blows In the ring, but they were 
quickly forgotten.

Three weeks later my wife took sick 


and was given up by the doctors. The 
sadness almost drove me mad.

raging in this country—the war brought on largely by the presence at the head 
Ol the government of a plain man of the people, virtuous, full of common sense, 
strong of conviction and teeming with the vitality required to carry them out. 
Like President Roosevelt, Mrs. Older's hero, Jack Ireton, born in California, 
later district attorney of New York, knows no fear. He Is almost too perfect 
'and somehow falls to win one's admiration quite so much as that fine fellow, 
Torrence, the managing editor of the "Universe," who is perhaps the 
best 


drawn character In Mrs. Older's "book. Torrence is subsldary to Ireton, but he 
Is drawn con amore and, though distinguished by intuitions like those of a 


• •woman, he Is a fine enough fellow to rise superior to his jealousy and to wish 
:to see the woman he loves happy, even though that happiness involves another 
•man. 


Four masculine characters In Mrs. Older's book stand out preeminently, 


the figures of Ireton, Torrence, P.and, the billionaire, and Deland, the corpora- 
tion, lawyer. The characterizations of all four are excellent and in Rand par- 
ticularly Mrs. Older has used most effectively the method of Zola and Dickens 
and Frank Norrls to bring out by ceaseless Iteration certain physical or men- 
.tal traits which she wishes to emphasize. For Instance, even Rand's 
teeth 


•were of gold and his huge elephant ears flap with emotion. The scenes In 
Hand's office and his appearance In court are excellently done and suggest 
certain famous episodes In Callfornlan history—for Instance, C. P. Hunting- 
ton's famous hot futile examination by the Railroad Commissioners, though 
the Band trial, of course, had a very different outcome. 


I>eland, the successful corporation lawyer, suggests a well-known figure 


at the San Francisco bar, though the portrait is composite, of course, and the 
skeleton which some living man possibly suggested has been matamorphosed 
.by the author's imagination. Of Deland, Mrs. Older says, "He was a gracefully 
built man, somewhat overcorpulent, with a head of abnormal 
size, black, 


glossy, wavy, thick hair and the only obvious defect In his countenance was a 
small nose with a low, flat bridge, a nose not In harmony with the splendid 
capacity which his massive head and face promised, a cowardly, vain, com- 
promising nose." 


The author of "The Giants" believes in physiognomy as an Index to char- 


acter and she emphasizes many peculiarities of feature In her characters. 
In 


addition to having this tell-tale nose, Deland has the habit of weeping before 
a jury and by allying himself with the trusts and showing them how to evade 
the laws he has become Independently wealthy. In the end he turns State 
evidence and la the means of bringing his wicked principal to 'justice. 


The detection of the effort of Rand and Deland to bribe legislators reads 


amazingly like events which have recently transpired in Sacramento, though 
they must have been'written long before. In New York, as in Sacramento, a 
trap was laid and the boodlers walked into It, though in "The Giants" 
the 


.•wicked ones were the -bribe offerers. Perhaps a lawyer of Deland's experience 
•would have been more cautious than he is represented as being In the book, 
but the plan serves for the purposes of the novel. 


The chapters laid In New York ring as true as the earlier part of the book 


.which Is laid In California, and deals with the discovery of oil in the Southern 
\ part of the State and the ruin of the well owners by Standard Oil. Ireton pere, 


father of the hero of the book, Is excellently drawn. His courage of the cav- 
alier, his inability to cope with Rand and his associates and his tragic death 


\ are all well done. Some of the earlier chapters seem a bit sketchy and are 


, not worked out with the detail of the later ones, 'but that is because the writer 
herself wag hurried on by the action of the story. 


Tho female characters are not as convincing as the men. Mrs. Ireton, tho 


mother of the hero, Is put In with a few -bold touches, and the source of his 
dominant will even to her selfish maternal Jealousy, Relna St. John, the Circe, 
somehow lacks cohesion. She has no motives, but perhaps women of her 
kind are such creatures of Impulse that they are motlvoleaB. Ann Dallabla la 
.better. She Is the heroine of the book, the California girl whom Jack Iroton 
has always loved. She is as masterful as Ireton himself and, true to life, tho 
masterful man detests the masterful woman until he has humbled her and 
bowed her to his will. 


Readers will speculate as to the Identity of Ann Dallable's prototype, as 


they Invariably do If a single literary character is taken, even remotely, from 
real life. Ann.Callable Is represented as of Indian ancestry—a Senaca blend 
•which keeps cropping out and makes this~ one daughter interesting among her 
nomentlties of sisters. Ann Dallabie's experience In a metropolitan news- 
: paper office are very unlike the heart-breaking struggles of even those with 
Journalistic gifts, for Ann Dallabie had a royal road to success and attained e. 
hundred dollars a week ,at a bound. Her connection with the Universe gives 


n-" "%»»ppportunity for some striking pictures of the interior of a newspaper office

SAN FEANCISCO, 'October 28.—During the latter part 


of this week the partisans of Partridge have plucked up a great 
deal of hope and have begun to show the first signs of confidence 
of the entire campaign. Perhaps the fact that underlies tffis 
feeling is the declaration of William F. Herrin that the South- 
ern Pacific really desires Partridge's election. That means a 
great many votes, as everybody who has any political sense ac- 
curately knows. 


There has been considerable doubt as to just where the 


railroad woxild stand in the matter. There was no doubt that 
Arthur Fisk and other active railroad lieutenants were heart 
§ 


d soul for Partridge. But the idea has long prevailed that 
ief was quite as close to Herrin as anybody else in politics, 
d that in consequence Schmitz could be relied upon not to do 


anything that was very much against the railroad company's 
wishes. The general belief among politicians is that the rail- 
road threw its influence to Schmitz in the election of two years 


ago. 
So when it became known that the word had been sent 


out that the railroad wanted Partridge, it brought joy to the 
hearts of the fusion campaign committee. 


At the same time some of the Schmitz leaders have indicat- 


ed that they are scared. Of course they keep up their show of 
confidence before the general public. But I have been able to 
get reports from their inside deliberations, and I know that they 
have lost the confidence which they have felt up to this week. 
They had expected that the railroad would stand with them, and 
they fear that the Southern Pacific influence may be strong 
enough to swing the election to Partridge. 


I think the truth of the matter is that Euef is getting alto- 


gether too strong to suit Herrin. The big boss likes to keep the 
district bosses in a position where they must come to him and 
plead for favors. But Euef has been getting into a position 


J where he was more apt to demand than to plead. He has been 
/ so strong in San Francisco that without the stirring up of the 
(' 
reform sentiment Herrin did not dare to give him a battle at 


I 
the primaries. I think that this fact accounts for the present 
^ decision of Herrin to throw the railroad influence against Euef 


and Schmitz.

But even with the railroad influence behind Partridge no- 


body can say who is going to win this fight. The thing is entire- 
ly in the air. If you go among one group of men you will find 
they are all for Partridge, almost without exception. In an- 
other group you find everybody for Schmitz. So who can tell 
what is coming out of such an anomalous political condition. 
The betting odds of ten to seven on Schmitz are absurd odds. 
The guessing should be at even money. I have a notion that 
when the attitude of the railroad company becomes generally 
known the odds on Schmitz will shorten, and may entirely dis- 
appear. 


There has been'a good deal of mismanagement of Part- 


ridge's campaign. In fact the mismanagement has been child- 
ish. For instance, one clay the newspaper men were told that 
the day afterward Partridge would begin his noon-day open air 
meetings at Seventh and Folsom streets. The evening papers 
made the announcement. Late that night the information was 
pent in that the meeting would be at Seventeenth and Folsom 
streets instead of Seventh and Folsom, The morning papers 
made this correction. Then it turned out that the meeting 
really was held at Twenty-fourth and Harrison streets. Part- 
ridge made his talk to a very small crowd, passed over to Market 
street and went his way. Those who passed down Folsom 
street found waiting throngs at both Seventeenth and Folsom 
« 


d Seventh and Folsom. Of course the disappointed people at 
3se two corners were not encouraged to get in and work for 


the Partridge cause. There also was considerable mix-up 
about Partridge talking to the members of the Board of Trade 
and of the Merchants' Exchange.

I somewhat doubt the good political policy of devoting so 


much time and energy to these noon-day meetings. I don't 
think Partridge is going to make many inroads upon the Union 
Labqr ranks. His fierce denunciation of the Citizens' Alliance 
i& losing him far more votes than he is gaining by it. A great 
many of these Citizens' Alliance people are very earnest in their 
cause, and they are a good deal disgusted when a man says that 
no one who is under the dominance of that cause is fit to be 
Mayor. I take it that Herbert George is at heart desirous of 
the election of Schmitz, for without Schmitz and some labor 
man in office his occupation will be gone. I know that he-is 
openly angry at Partridge for expressing himself as he has 
clone.

There is a singular massing of old time bosses and leaders 


in favor of Partridge. I am told that D. C. C. O'DonneU and 
Dennis Kearny both favor the cause of the fusion nominee. 
Chris Buckley and Dan Burns, Phil Crimmins, Martin Kelly 
and Gavin MeNab are all for Partridge, and now that Herrin 
has declared in the same cause it would seem that nearly all the 
political wisdom except that Ruef is massed on one side of the 
fight. Phil Crimmins is so earnest in the cause that he ha*s bet 
$800 of his own money on Partridge. Speaking of betting, 
Jimmy Coffroth said the other night that whereas two years 
ago he had at this time in the campaign bet $6,000 on Schmitz he 
had not this year bet one cent. He thinks there is altogether too 
much guess work about the present fight.

Arthur Fisk has offered to bet that Partridge will carry the 


Thirty-seventh Assembly District, which is Fisk's home dis- 
trict, by 2,000 plurality. Other leaders in that district do not 
believe that Partridge can win by any such figure, though they 
say it will be necessary for him to go about that strong in the 
Thirty-seventh in order to win the election. One of the most 
encouraging election straws secured by Arthur Fisk, who really 
has charge of the Partridge campaign, was a test vote in a res- 
taurant on Fourth street, between Howard and Mission. That 
showed 190 for Schmitz to 96 for Partridge,vand Fisk has fig- 
xired that if Schmitz does not lead by over two to one in the 
South of Market street district Partridge can win the fight.

If anybody could figure anything from political meetings 


both candidates would be considered very strong. Both draw 
large crowds and awaken much enthusiasm. 
The general in- 


terest in the election should be in favor of Partridge, as every- 
body has figured that in order to win he must bring out the dor- 
mant Eepublican vote, which generally takes very little interest 
in municipal campaigns. Still there is no denying the fact that 
the Schmitz followers have all the better of the enthusiasm and 
that Euef does not make as many mistakes as do those in charge 
of the fusion campaign. But there is only aboiu; another week 
of guess work,, and on Tuesday evening, November 7th, we wilL 
know all about it. As for myself, nothing is going to t surprise 
me, even if one candidate or the other should win by 10,000 
votes.

The men who make politics are beginning to consider more 


and more the effect of this municipal campaign on. the State 
campaign of next year. The followers of Arthur Fisk, who 
hope for the Republican nomination for Governor, are viewing 
Euef with a very jealous eye, because they know that he intends 
to back J. 0. (Black) Hayes of San Jose as his Gubernatorial 
candidate. If he should win through with Schmitz there seems 


little doubt that he can put Schmitz forward as a candidate for 
Governor and by that ruse secure at least 100 of the 160 San 
Francisco delegates for Ms candidate. 


Then he cduld turn those 100 delegaies over to Hayes, who 


undoubtedly can secure the thiry-three votes from Santa Clara 
county and the nine from San Mateo, that county.being in the 
Congressional district now represented by E. A. (Red) Hayes, 
brother of the candidate for Governor. That would give the 
San Jose man 142 votes to start with. Hayes always has been 
to the fore with a cry for good government, so he would tend to 
draw the support of the Reformers up and down the Stale.

his mouth; while if they would stop to think they would remem- 
ber that no orator ever made more than half a dozen really great 
speeches that lived in the literature and the memory of his land. 
That is why so many people have been disappointed in Bryan 
when he rose at some cross-roads meeting, when there was noth- 
ing to rouse him to action, and made merely an ordinarily good 
talk. I have heard Bryan make thirty or forty speeches and 
only two of them, or perhaps three, could be called great. The 
speech that won him the nomination for the Presidency was un- 
questionably a great address, and I heard Mm once at a big ban- 
quet in Los Angeles, when he so stirred his hearers that most 
of them got upon their chairs and upon the table in the ecstasy 
of shouting their applause. Part of his address at the last St. 
Louis Convention possibly belongs among his great speeches. 


At the convention of twelve years ago in Cliicago, when 


Tammany was endeavoring to prevent the renomination of 
Cleveland and Cockran was Tammany's spokesman, and was 
merely put up to talk against time, the hour was late, the crowd 
was hostile to Tammany and rain pouring through a leaky roof 
kept people in discomfort. Yet so splendid was Cockran's ora- 
tory that when he concluded' that hostile and 
uncomfortable 


crowd, at an hour beyond midnight, urged him to go on. There 
never was a greater tribute and undoubtedly there have been 
few greater addresses in all the Mstory of American oratory. 
So the people who are judging Cockran harshly because of his 
comparative failure the other night, might do well to ask them- 
selves Bow many great speeches Abraham Lincoln ever made 
and we all have come to regard him as the greatest American.

will be made to restore her to her home, if she is still alive.
